Once you arrive, enter the building from the parking lot side and turn left at the end of the 
short hall, then turn right and enter the double doors on your right. 
AVE will distribute your application, an exam answer sheet, and will check your photo ID. 
When these are completed your application and $15.00 processing fee will be collected and 
you will be given the exam. DO NOT WRITE ON THE EXAM. 
AVE will collect your answer document and exam when you are ready. Your exam will be 
graded. When you pass the Tech exam you will have the option of taking the General Exam 
at no additional cost, if you pass the General, you may also take the Extra Exam at no cost. 
Once your exam(s) have been graded you and the VE will complete a certificate of 


successful completion. DO NOT leave without completing this certificate and be certain that 
the VE team has the ARRL copy of the certificate. You will not receive your license if the 
ARRL does not receive their copy. 

This isn't as complicated as it seems but, times being as they are, knowing the testing 
procedures will save time and limit the personal exposure between candidates and VE 
members.
